Marion Selectmen's Meeting 

April 17, 2007

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, April 17 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Andrew N. Jeffrey. Also present were 
Selectman Jonathan Henry, Selectman Roger Blanchette, 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson, and Secretary Helene 
Craver. 

The board first met with Police Chief Lincoln

Mr. Dawson next noted the town's presentation 
of the Boston Post cane to Iva Griffith of Wareham Street 
as the town's oldest resident has been scheduled for 
Wednesday, April 25 at 12:30 pm.

"Our initial response was to request a flat, no 
increase budget for (Fiscal Year 2008)," said FinCom 
Chairman Dr. Richard Kemp. "You'll see the total operat- 
ing increases are just 3.2 percent over last year." 

Reviewing the proposed General Operating 
Budget for FY2008 line-by-line. Dr. Kemp noted General 
Government is going up 2.1 percent from $1,375 million to 
$1,404 million; Public Safety is going up 3.1 percent from 
$1,873 million to $1,932 million; Public Works is going up 
5.1 percent from $987,266 to $1,037 million; Pension and 
Insurance is going up 10.5 percent from $1.6 million to 
$1,769 million; and the total education budget is going up 
1.6 percent from $9,156 million to $9,306 million. 

"One of the good things is there are no debt in- 
creases for this year," Dr. Kemp added. 

Some of the key factors which account for bud- 
get increases this year include a 5 percent hike in police

salaries due to contract renegotiations; an increase of 13 
percent for employee pensions, 9 percent for the town's 
group insurance, and 10 percent for the town insurance 
— expenses which collectively account for 45 percent 
of the town's total 2008 operating budget increases; and 
bumps in both the Sippican School assessment (up 4.5 
percent due to SPED requirements) and the Upper Cape 
Cod Technical High School assessment (up 15 because of 
the state assessment formula). 

As for the town's Enterprise Funds (Articles 3 
and 4), FinCom member Priscilla Ditchfield reported that 
the overall Enterprise Budget will be escalating by 22.2 
percent from $1,177 million to $1,438 million. Much of 
this can be attributed to the hike in Debt Service for the

Water/ Sewer projects (up 25.9 percent) and the recently- 
approved increase in Water/ Sewer Fees to make up the 
shortfall in revenue. 

Dr. Kemp also reviewed the following special 
articles which will require transfers from Free Cash: 

• $15,000 for a required Actuarial Study; 

• $19,000 to upgrade radios for the Police Depart- 
ment; 

• $25,500 for a new police cruiser; 

• $29,500 for a new SUV command vehicle for the 
Fire Department;

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Chapter Three: Privateers and the First Shipyards 

By Charles Mendell 



Due to the presence of the French privateers, 
the voyage to Nantucket — twenty-five miles out in 
the open ocean — became a perilous adventure and 
finally the privateers sail right into Buzzard's Bay. 
From the lookouts on the Necks, the news is quickly 
relayed that their sails can be seen and the French 
are waiting to grab any sloop or shallop that dares to 
leave safe harbor. In 1696 there is wild rejoicing as 
the news from Sandwich runs from cabin to cabin. 
A French privateer wrecked near the head of the 
Bay, her crew captured as they come ashore; and no 
time is lost in marching them to Boston under heavy 
guard. They spend the night in Plymouth, and the 
privateer's surgeon. Dr. Lemuel LeBaron, is allowed 
to stay there and practice. Three quarters of a cen- 
tury later, one of his grandsons. Reverend Lemuel 
LeBaron, will become Mattapoisett's first parson. 

And so the hard years go on. There's so much 
to be done, somany things to be made with their 
hands out of the trees, stones, water and sand in the 
wilderness. So many things that their grandchildren 
will take for granted. Between cutting timber and 
ploughing fields, building landings and planting 
crops, loading sloops and building barns, making hay 
and sailing to Newport, the men build a dam and a 
sawmill and a grist mill on the Mattapoisett River 
and another grist mill on Pine Island Brook. They 
haul out great logs, shore them up with stones and 
boulders, and build abridge across the River (at Arch 
Bridge). The ox sledges need something more than 
Indian trails, so from this bridge Aaron Barlow and 
Lieutenant John Hammond lay out a town "hiways" 
through the woods, along the "path side near Moses 
Barlow's house," and so on over hills and through 
swamps to Rochester Center. 

Over this cartpath, and the ruts zigzagging into 
it from Pine Island, the scattered families of Mat- 
tapoisett walk six miles every Sunday to the Meet- 
ing House to pray long and earnestly to God. May 
He take good care of those at sea; may He not send 
droughts or heavy rains or southeast gales upon His 
sinful children, or epidemics of sickness sweeping 
swifdy through the clearings; and may He strengthen 



their hearts against the honeyed words of Satan, 
the Prince of Evil. Over this cartway also the men 
from the landings travel to Town Meeting; for there 
are many more settlers now and they begin to take 
up the Town's business. They chose town officers: 
Selectmen, a Clerk and vote bounties on wolves and 
wildcats and foxes. For on winter nights long drawn 
howls shiver the frosty air, and in 1694 the old Towns 
Records state that forty shillings were paid for "the 
killing of two grown wolves in our town." 

The rapacious pirates and privateers, the easterly 
gales and jagged unmarked reefs in the Sounds, take 
a heavy toll; and more vessels are constantly needed. 
The seagoing farmers take passage on a timber sloop 
to Swansey or Rehobeth, to Sandwich or Plymouth, 
to Taunton or Newport, and barter at the shipyards 
for new sloops and pinnaces and shallops. And, be- 
fore long, they begin building their own vessels on 
the shores of Mattapoisett. Then, mingling with the 
rasping of the saw mills, the chopping in the forest, 
and the rumble of grist mill stones, a new sound rolls 
across the clearings and into kitchen windows — the 
pounding of caulking hammers. It is a prophetic 
sound. Nearly two centuries will pass before the ring- 
ing of hammers on the side of a ship will fade from 
the consciousness of the people of Mattapoisett. 

In the late fall when the hay fills the mow and the 
cattle are bedded down for the winter, down to the 
shore swing men and oxen dragging the trunk of an 
oak. Axes ring out and the huge stick is hewed square 
and laid down for the keel. Serious discussion takes 
place. There is no model, no plan, no science to the 
building; only experience. These men know how a 
sloop, sluggish with a heavy timber cargo, will act in 
the twisting currents of Vineyard Sound. They have 
stowed timber and shingles and barrels in a hold. So 
the beam and length, sheer and deck length, are de- 
cided upon. The patient oxen haul down more heavy 
timber; and the stem and stern posts are hewed out 
and pegged to the keel. No bolts. Bolts have to be 
hammered out one by one on a blacksmith's anvil 
and that costs money. Then a midship frame is set up 
to establish the sloop's beam, and after squintings 
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and arguings, a few more ribs are stayed into place. 
Rough hands spht out long thin ribbands, run them 
around the ribs from stern to stem, and there's the 
shape of the vessel's hull. 

When the remaining ribs are fitted in, it's time to 
think of planks. Perhaps the oxen pull a load down 
the rutted cartpath from the mill; perhaps a sawpit 
is dug. Planking is a hard cold business. The wind 
whips across the whitecaps and whistles through the 
open frame. Numb hands whittle out pegs, brush 
off the snow, and lay on the planks. Then oakum, 
to caulk the seams. Gather up all the old rope that 
can be found and set the children at work before the 
fire at home picking apart the strands. Meanwhile 
cut a pitch pine, burn it in a close smothering fire in 
a pit until the sap turns into thick, strong-smelling 
pitch. Tar the oakum with this, drive it snugly into 
the seams with a caulking iron and cover them all 
with more hot melted pitch. How good she smells; 
and she'll be as tight as a drum, her rough slides 
glistening, ready to be fitted out in the sunlight of 
early spring. 

Such a vessel, "built by sight of eye and good 
judgement," was sometimes to be sure, startling 
to her owner. A Mr. Hastings, so an old story goes, 
"was put in a towering rage by being told that his 
starboard bow was all on one side." But perhaps they 
weren't so ill constructed. Some of the settlers came 
from Scituate, Marshfield, and Sandwich, and may 
have had experience in shipyards. And even if the 
pudgy little vessel was little less bulgy than a scow, 
she would lumber down the blue waters of Buzzards 
Bay with timber and "shuch like" from the woodlots 
and mills of the Hammonds, the Barlows and the 
Dexters. 

The memory of the exact date and spot of the 
first vessel to be built in Mattapoisett mouldered 
long ago in unknown graves. Was it along the rim 
of the harbor, or on the shores of the salt pond at 
the mouth of the river, or at Pine Islands, or on the 
shore of Samuel Hammond's landing in the lee of 
Brant Island? Perhaps it wasn't at waterside at all. 
Old tales relate that these vessels were occasionally 
built in the woods, wherever timber was handiest, 
sometimes as much as a mile away from the shore; 
and then when finished they were pried up on two 
pairs of wheels and drawn to the water side by sev- 
eral yoke of straining oxen. One can imagine that it 



took quite a bit of pushing and sweating and cussing, 
with many shouts of "gee" and "haw," and certainly 
frequent swigs from a jug of rum, to drag this sway- 
ing burden over rocks and stumps and ruts to the 
water. Such a launching was quite an event and we 
may be sure that an excited group of barefoot boys 
and girls, to say nothing of wives and grandfathers, 
circled around to watch the oxen, gruntingly assisted 
by the men, back the wheels into the water until the 
vessel floated off. 

Probably every cove sheltered by the half dozen 
necks and points of Mattapoisett sticks out into the 
Bay saw such launchings as the years went on, but 
it was along the lower half mile of the Mattapoisett 
River that the future shipbuilding and seagoing vil- 
lage had its start. Here, before the railroad embank- 
ment blocked it off from the sea, one hundred and 
seventy years later, a capacious salt pond extended 
back from the head of the harbor almost to the 
present Herring Weir. At high water this little tidal 
basin under the lee of the Neck, formed a perfect 
anchorage for the square-jawed, hand-hewn sloops 
of early times. 

Communities do not spring up "by guesses and 
by golly. " In a wilderness men plant their settlements 
where nature has provided the best advantage for 
making a living. Such as the narrow Mattapoisett 
River, winding over ten miles from Snipatuit Pond to 
the head of the harbor. Today it is known only for its 
herrings, that fish of many bones that must be eaten 
with rare skill if the eater does not wish to choke. 
The river supplied the early settlers with herrings, 
too — multitudes of them which they salted down for 
winter breakfasts — but it also supplied them with a 
sheltered gateway to the sea, and with water power 
for industry.

Some movies just make you wonder how in hell they were ever actually 
greenlighted, made, and distributed to the same theaters that bring you multi- 
million-dollar mainstream films. This, I hasten to add, is not always a question 
one asks in annoyance. Occasionally you get a film so defiantly odd and cultish 
— a film that was never likely to make big bucks, but was produced and heav- 
ily marketed anyway — that you're sort of glad someone sfiU bothers to make 
movies like that instead of the usual witless remakes, or family comedies, or 
remakes of family comedies. Last fall's Tenacious D movie was one of those 
oddballs, and Aqua Teen Hunger Force Colon Movie Film for Theaters is 
another 

Aqua Teen Hunger Force began life as a series of brief, nonsensical 
cartoons aired on Adult Swim, the nighttime block of Cartoon Network pro- 
gramming for twentysomethings and stoners. The protagonists are Frylock, a 
box of French fries; Master Shake, a milkshake; and Meatwad, a blob of meat. 
Random things happen to or around them for eleven minutes or so, sometimes 
involving their crude alpha-male neighbor Carl. The movie is no less random 
but does actually attempt to follow a plot. I can probably do no better than 
this amusingly bland paragraph from Wikipedia's page on the film; "The film 
centers around the 'Insane-o-flex,' a piece of exercise equipment that should 
never under any circumstances be assembled. The Aqua Teens ignore these 
warnings and attempt to assemble it anyway, while the Cybernetic Ghost of 
Christmas Past from the Future teams up with the Plutonians to stop them." 
There's more. 

I was never a huge ATHF fan; I've caught it a few times, but you probably 
have to be in the right mood or the right altered state of mind. By sticking to 
a basic plot — in which the Insane-o-flex goes out of control — creators Matt 
Maieliaro and Dave Willis can use the standard ATHF explosions of random- 
ness as the trimmings on a very weird but still functional tree. The movie even 
offers an origin story for the Aqua Teens, involving (gasp !) a fourth Aqua Teen, 
Chicken Biddle, a chicken nugget voiced by Bruce Campbell. (Okay, this man 
is now officially the hardest-working actor in Hollywood.) Various supporting 
characters from the show, including the nefarious Dr Weird and the Mooninites

(whose Lite-Brite countenance famously got the twitchy city of Boston in such 
a dither last Januai'y), drift in and out of the proceedings. 

As with the South Park movie, there are Umes during the ATHF movie 
when the joke is that you're actually seeing what you're seeing on a theater 
screen. The film's premise and characters alone guarantee its status as one of 
the boldest experiments in surrealism ever to grace 877 screens nationwide, 
but when it begins with a parody of those dancing-refreshments PSAs ("Please 
remain quiet during the show" and all that) that quickly turns raunchy and 
hilariously hostile ("Babies do not belong here! Take your seed outside! Run 
it over with your car!") and goes on to introduce a slice of watermelon named 
Walter Melon, whose henchman appears to be Rush drummer Neil Peart, or 
when Meatwad transforms himself into a building in order to be tall enough 
to get onto a roUercoaster, or when a time-travelling version of Abe Lincoln 
brings Frylock back to life ... Well, you get the idea. 

Anyway, this casual viewer of the ATHF show enjoyed the movie, though 
I don't know that it's safe to recommend to the non-likeminded. I don't think, 
however, that you need to have seen every episode to appreciate its particular 
slapheaded charms; you just need an appetite for episodic insanity in the service 
of a knowingly daft story. That used to be the late Kurt Vonnegut's stock in 
trade, as I recall, though his work was (rightly) viewed as fine literature while 
ATHF has been (wrongly) pegged as hipster crap — it's been getting killed 
by the critics, of course. As a work of American entertainment, it's certainly 
original, often funny, and occasionally even inspired. Monty Python used to 
be lionized for just such stuff, but I suppose most of the nation's critics only 
feel secure praising rampant surrealism when it comes with a British accent.

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Marion Natural History Museum 

Annual Meeting 

The Annual Meeting of the Marion Natural His- 
tory Museum, "Fisheries and Habitat: Sustainability in 
the face of human development," will be held on May 3 at 
7:00 pm. The speaker will be Vin Malkoski, Senior Marine 
Fisheries Biologist with the Massachusetts Division of 
Marine Fisheries. He is responsible for coordinating the 
review of coastal alteration projects which may impact 
fish habitat, ranging from docks and piers to wind farms 
and LNG terminals. Vin also sits on the Atlantic States 
Marine Fisheries Commission Artificial Reef and Habitat 
Committees, as well as the New England Fisheries Man- 
agement Council's Habitat Plan Development Team. 

Although harvest is heavily regulated, fish habitat 
and fisheries are also significantly impacted by ever 
increasing coastal development. Along the Massachusetts' 
coast, nearly 700 coastal alteration projects are reviewed 
annually by the Division of Marine Fisheries and each 
project produces individual impacts and contributes to a 
cumulative effect that is almost too big to measure. 

Regional fish stocks such as Southern New Eng- 
land winter flounder and Area 2 lobster have crashed. The 
release of endocrine disrupters such as estrogen found 
in birth control pills from sewage treatment plants have 
resulted in male fish with female characteristics. Runoff 
from lawns and roads overwhelms our estuaries with 
nutrients. American eels and herring can't get up-stream
